32 ASSISTANCE OF THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, the Department of
33 Business and Economic Devel opment, THE DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES,
34 AND THE MARYLAND FOOD CENTER AUTHORITY, shal, ASNECESSARY, provide
35 RESEARCH ASSISTANCE AND staff support for the Task Force.

36 ® A member of the Task Force:
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1 (1) may not receive compensation; but

2 (2 is entitled to reimbursement for expenses under the Standard State
3 Travel Regulations, as provided in the State budget.

4 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect

5 July 1, 2000. IT SHALL REMAIN EFFECTIVE FOR A PERIOD OF 1 YEAR AND 7 MONTHS
6 AND, AT THE END OF JANUARY 31, 2002, WITH NO FURTHER ACTION REQUIRED BY

7 THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THISACT SHALL BE ABROGATED AND OF NO FURTHER

8 FORCE AND EFFECT.

9 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
10 July 1, 2001.
